the fourth century that a species of 
willow, with short leaves and lenf stalke 
and with purple flowers, was much 
valued nt that time on account of its 
flower resembling ® crane, in having @ 
fall formed benk, wings, tnil-feathers 
and feet. A grub lived upon it which 
when it became old was metamorphosed 
into baterfly of w red and yellow 
colour, Women kept this as a pretty 
toy aud called it the bewitching butter 
fly, beonuse it was supposed to have the 
r to muke their husbands love 
t time also the Jessamine 
Wa, recent arrivals from 
Arabia, were grontly esteemed for their 
fragrance, because it was noticed that 
most untive Chinese flowers were sceut- 
less, ‘hese two plants were not like 
the orange which, when removed to a 
more northern climate becomes a mere 
hedge thorn with no fragrance. Foud 
of their sweet odour, women bound these 
with threads of various 
and put them in their bair, 
As it was loug ago, so it is now, 
Chinese women and girls never like to 
be without a flower in theic hair, If 
they can have a scented lilac they feol 
moat happy. If it is a flower uot fra- 
grant, they are lappy, though some- 
what less so, Bat when they caunot 
get flowers from the house.court in 
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the city, or the garden in the country, 
they will buy an artificial fower which 
imitates moderately well the real one, 
and this will still make them bappy 
and vain, though to a slighter extent, 
Everyone kuows that the artificial 
flower mauufueture is an industry of 
enormous proportions in this country. 
It employs thousands of hands in 
large cities, and is distributed among 
the families of (he poor, so that the 
emall and lissom fingera, that are not 
engaged in embroidery or other needle- 
work for the use of the rich, may still 
have an vccupation, which, while it 
brings them in a little money, also 
cultivates their taste, But even the 
classics, old as they are, have evidence 
on this point, ns may be seen by look- 
ing into Uy 

The n al characteristics of the 
Chinese can be traced in the germ in 
the Book of Odes as well as in any 
production of their literature. When 
Sir John Lubbock was lately selecting 
from the world’s literature a hundred 
books that should be specially read no 
un epitome of the whole, he placed 
among them the Confucian Clnssice, 
What could be his motive? Is not 
Confucius himself somewhat dull? Is 
he not wantin, imagination, and has 
he not limited himself too much a 
historian to the moral duty of a public 
censor? ‘To this it may be replied 
that the accusation is true, Hoe was 
eousible himself to the power of historic 
teaching in others, bat he Incked his. 
toric genius himeelf, There is this, 
however, to be snid for Confucius. He 
has preserved for us the Book of 
Odes, which describes, with @ thousand

Wherever he saw the mul 
borry tree with ite soft green he was 
pleased. ‘The millet then as now covered 
the plains of the North, At that time 
the never-ceas call for firewood 
populeus China had uot yet bared the 
monntning of their trees, and there 
were forests which equalised the climate 
and rendered the famines of later 
impossible, The monkeys, 
aud antelopes, coald live in old China 
as they canuot now, because there was 
in many places an extensive forest 

gion. All this is depicted iu the Book 
of Odes, and it shows that the Chinese, 
as a people, were then in some essential 
Pi much the same that they now 
are, The commonest flowers among 
the poor Chinese, and found iu the little 
gardens of the cottages scattered over 
the face of their conutry, are such as 
the China aster, the convulvalus, the 
balsam, the hollybock, Every cottager, 
man or woman, likes to have them and 
will not be without them if he or she 
can help it. ‘These are the very plants

gardens, The China aster has of 
course gone from this country to Eng. 
land, The balsam grows wild in some 
parts of the Presideney of Bengal and 
as spread from theuce as a favourite 
garden plant to the most distant coun- 
tries When the skilled English and 
German workmen come in thousands, 
a8 they will do to aid in manufactures 
and in the mining and railway industry 
of China in coming years, the love of 
plants which they bring with them and 
which they will find among Chinese 
workpeople with whom they will be 
in contact, will awaken a sympathy 
which will help powerfally to maintain 
harmony. The utility, moral and social, 
of the love of flowers is manifest when 
it is considered how this feeling belps 
meu of different races to think kindly 
of each othe:

public money being given for Queeu’s 
Plates. Ofraoing generally, however, 
we way aver with Mr. Hule’s Double, 
that “so much hus been said aud, on 
the whole, so well said,” that we may

with them carried off eleven prizes out 
of twenty-three, It is said that all the 
fau of racing is spoilt if one man cau 
afford to buy up at auy price every old 
pony with a reoord, nud every promis. 
ing griffin, and bas influence euough 
to call on every prominent jockey to 
ride for him, Humble owners whose 
poverty confives them to ono animal, 
are supposed to be crushed out of the 


atraggle by the big stables, and racing 
euffers 1 consequence, it may well 


be doubled whether these objections are 
just. ‘The big owner contributes hie 
full proportion to the cost of the racing ; 
he enlarges the fields, which every 
sportsman recognises as an advantage ; 
ho raises the quality of the whole sport, 
by being ablo to bring his ponies on to 
the conrse iu the highest poasible condi 
tion, It is probable that every one of 
the small owners would be a big owner 
Limeelf if ho had the means. Moreover, 
if the emall ownors really thought that 
the eport was injared by the prepon- 
dorauce of the big owners, they could 
apply the remedy themselves, It bai 
boon proved over aud over again, as at 
this last mesting, that money will not 
secure the winuer of the Maidens; for the 
first three in the Maidens ran on Thars- 
day bolouged to single-barrolled owners. 
Let them refuse to sell their ponies, 
which lave now @ record, if they 
fare actuated by the pure love of sport, 
and the big owuer with all his money 
is helpless, Tho fact is that this gram- 
bling Las uo solid foundation ; the ideal 
of a race-mecting in a settlement like 
this is, no doubt, one in which sixty or 
seventy or a hundred men should each 
own and train a pony, which he bas 
bought ou bis own jadgmout aud trained 
on his own system, aud that they should

‘Tho anvual report upon criminal justice 
in Lowor Burma, just issued 
good deal of information, interesting now 
when the lately aunexed and adjo 
territory of King Theebaw occupi

return which deals with the year 1885 
shows that the total number of crimes re- 
ported to tho authorities during that period 
was 48,663 as against 43,046 in the pre- 
us year.

Tho 
number of mueders in the Lower Provines 
nccording to the report of Me, W. F. Mores, 
ofticinting Judicial Commissioner, was 127 
Jast your against 143 in 1884, while there 
were slight incroases in dacvity which 
membered 125, house beeaking 932, and 
cattle theft, 1,364. ‘The Deputy ‘Com- 
missioner of ‘Lhayetmyo reported a de- 
crease in crime in his district during 
tho year, observing that the majority 
of bad characters crossed the frontice 
aud committed raids in Upper Burma, 
Dacoitivs nud robberies incroused in Han- 
thawaddy and in Thonga. ‘The Deputy Com- 
missioner of the latter district attributed, 
this to the loosening of the reins of 
administration in consequence of the war 
in Uppee Burma. Me. de Courcy Iea-

‘The evil consequences produced by this 
state of things showed itself (though the 
rebellion proper had been suppressed) by a 
burst of vivlent crime in the Sittaug 
and Pyuntaza subdivisions, which it 
will be a matter of much time and 
difficulty to deal with.” He is a very 
strong advvcate of the punithment of 
whipping, and of the re-drafting of the 
whipping’ act (VI of 1864) Iu a table 
he shows to what extent this mode of 
correction was applied in his district during 
the year. OF the total number, (28,376), of 
persons punished, 1,194 were sentenced to 
whipping, aud 1,830 to rigorous imprison- 
ment with fine or whipping or both.
